greater community. Social outreach

As the umbrella organization for our outreach 
programs, St. James Social Services 
Corporation is there to meet the needs of the 
people. 

This non-profit entity is considered one of the 
leading social service agencies in the city of 
Newark and its surrounding communities, but it 
is also a ministry. 


It is our charge to support the family unit by 
changing the economic circumstances and 
improving the overall quality of life for children, 
the elderly, low-income families and the homeless. 
We are able to help them by supporting them in 
the area of some of their basic needs. 


Be A Blessing Holiday Distribution: 


Annually the holidays are a special time for our 
church family as we provide packages of food 
with all the trimmings for Thanksgiving and 
Christmas to more than 3,000 families. We also 
distribute several thousand toys to children for 
Christmas. 


Feeding Programs: Our Daily Feeding 
Programserves hot meals Monday through Friday 
and breakfast on Sundays. We also provide food 
packages through our Emergency Food Pantry 
and distribute clothing each month and provide 
warm coats in the winter.
